CARBON CAPTURE TECHNOLOGY A BIG

Practically since its inception some 
91 years ago, the term “Lest we for- 
get” has been the motto for Remem- 
brance Day. 

The exact phrase ‘lest we forget’ 
was coined by Rudyard Kipling, and 


| is contained in a poem called Reces- 


sional. It has since become synony- 
mous with Remembrance Day in 
Canada. (It was also the name of an 
album of the “best of” Marilyn Man- 
son, which | can only assume con- 
tained no more than two songs.) 

Lest we forget has resonance, and 
is certainly a near-perfect tum of 
phrase to describe remembrance of 
our war dead. But perhaps its time 
has past. 

Consider, for starters, that nobody 
today uses the word ‘lest’ — I don't 
know if anybody ever used it that 
much. As well, for those born post- 


ries called World War Il in HD on 
History Television. I've seen a lot 
of WWII footage over the years (if 
there had never been a WW II, there 
would be no History Television), but 
World War II in HD is the most grip- 
ping war documentary I've ever seen. 
Maybe it has something to do with 
the film being in colour — a great rar- 
ity — or maybe because the film has 
been cleaned up and presented in all 
its gory glory in HD. But never have 
| felt a greater connection to the sol- 
diers, sailors and airmen than | have 
in watching this series. 

One of my sons has watched the 
series with me, which he would 
never have done if it was in black- 
and-white, which labels it as “too 
old to watch” to his most of gen- 
eration. While we were watching 
these incredible scenes of soldiers 
packed into packed landing craft 


while bombs and bullets whipped all 
around them, my son wondered if he 
would have had the guts to go to war 
the way those guys did 

Good question... maybe even the 
kind of question that would make 
Remembrance Day more relevant to 
generations who have known noth- 
ing but peace. 

Could you do it? Could you have 
gone to war? 

When we think of the Second 
World War, we tend to think of the 
dwindling number of veterans who 
are paraded out with their wheel- 
chairs and oxygen tanks once a year 
for Remembrance Day ceremonies. 
It's awfully hard to picture these 
stooped old men as ever having been 
in, literally, fighting trim, and harder 
still to relate to them. 

But if you ask yourself the question 
— could I have done it? — the hero- 
ism of our soldiers comes into focus 
To the young men of the world wars, 
call of duty wasn't a video game, but 
a statement of fact. 

Picture this. You're 18, 19, maybe 
20 years old You are asked to drop 
everything you're doing in your life, 
and join the regimented world of the 
armed forces, itchy uniforms and 
all. There, you will be given rudi-

Russell Dauk, vice president of

adds. He even has a couple friends 
who enjoy, as he puts it, “the cafe 


lifestyle.” Certainly, for single people 
or retirees, condos can be a great fit 
he says, but it's not the usual option 
for families, Russell himself has four 
kids between the ages of nine and 14 
and lives the suburban lifestyle.

rounded by people living it everyday,” 
he says. “They have no interest in a 


little house downtown. They dream 
of getting rid of the house they have 
now and getting an acre or two.” 

Dauk and I met at a workshop on 
family housing put on by the €d 
monton Federation of Community 
Leagues this fall. Throughout the af 
ternoon, he was continuously scepti 
cal about families choosing condos 
or townhouses in central neighbour- 
hoods if they can afford a single fam 
ily home 

But | think the urban-suburban 
split is shifting, and people do chose 
mature neighbourhoods over the 


seemingly cheaper suburban homes. 





ording to a recent real estate 
report from GWL Realty Advisors 
called Drivers of Apartment Liv- 
ing in Canada for the 2Ist Century, 
condos and townhouses are becom: 
ing more popular. In cities across 
Canada, more people are giving up 
the white picket fence dream home 
for multifamily housing. There are 
several factors involved, including 
the cost of single family housing in 
large centres as well as the rise of the 
working mom. Smaller family sizes 
also make condos and townhouses 
more suitable for family living. Cen- 
tral locations, the report says, cuts 
down on commuting time, allow: 
ing working parents to spend more 
time with their kids. Parents also 
spend less time on household main 
tenance. 

There are advantages for cities as 
well. In larger centres such as Van- 
couver, there's actually concern that 


local schools won't be able to keep up 
with the demand for spaces. In Yale 
town the local school is filled to ca 
pacity with 350 students, while an 
other 350 are currently wait listed. 
€dmontonians shouldn't hold their 
breath for something similar here 
Dauk says. “These reports alway 
talk about people who like to go te 
cafes,” he says. “Here, there are a lot 
of people who own quads, boats, dirt 
bikes, and trailers. That's the life 
style” Parents in Edmonton, he as 
sures me, get their coffee at the Tir 
Horton's on the way to the rink. 

Still, Russell has seen some success 
building multifamily housing in Mill 
Woods though the city’s more afford 
able First Place program. However 
he contends those families chose the 
Mill Woods development becaus:

Housing prices go up in established 
neighbourhoods because infill devel 
opments are more costly to build, he 
says. The uncertainty of the commu 
nity consultation process, additiona 
security and transportation all drive 
up the price of infill developments 
“When you look at bang for buck 
suburbia is almost impossible to 
beat,” he says. 

For my part, I'm not convinced 
Suburban living also requires a car, 
and for most families, two cars 
That's a lot of additional expenses 
each month. And what about the life 
style? There is a segment of society 
even in here Edmonton, that won't 
spend two hours a day commuting 
Parents will sacrifice some personal 
space for family time.

Are gasoline-powered lawn 
mowers really all that bad? 
[ keep reading that cutting 
my grass with one is rough- 
ly comparable to burning a 
tire in the backyard or driv- 
ing an SUV for 300 miles. 
Is there any truth to this? 
My mower holds about a 
quart of gasoline, and 

it uses less than half 
of that to cut my yard 

in 20 minutes. And 
like most mowers, it 
has a 3.5-horsepower 
four-stroke engine, so 

it doesn't burn oil like 

a two-stroke would. An 
SUV would burn about 
30 gallons in 300 miles. 
Is there really that much 
available pollution in a pint 
of gasoline? 

— Steve 

You’d be surprised, my friend. 
However, | agree this is a perplexing 
subject. Browsing around online, I 
find the following alarming state- 
ments; 

Claim 1. Operating a gasoline-pow- 
ered mower for an hour produces as 
much pollution as driving a car 200 
miles. OK, 200 is less than 300, and 
the vehicle is an unspecified but pre- 
‘sumably average auto rather than a 
gas-guzzling SUV (although even a 
Hummer H3 these days gets 13-14 
miles per gallon in the city, not ten 
as you suggest). Still, that’s a lot of 
pollution. 

Claim 2. One mower-hour = “. 
automobiles driving.” That sounds 
even worse than one car travelling a 
ew hundred miles. 

Claim 3. Per hour, a gasoline push 
jower = Il cars, a riding mower = 
4 cars. Let's strike an average and 
jay one mower-hour is equivalent 
0 20 car-hours. Still not great, but 
ve're talking 100 per cent improve- 
ent for a 30-second investment in 
‘cogle. Not bad. 

Claim 4. One mower-hour = 350 
iles in a car. Now mowers are back 
the toilet. This page even cites a 
ource, a book called Redesigning 
he American Lawn (Bormann et 
|, 1993). However, a parenthetical 
ote says, “This information, though 
lid at the time of publication, is no 
nger accurate,” and that “based on 
trent calculations,” one mower- 
our produces "the amount of pollu- 
ion emitted by a car driven for ap- 
imately 20 miles.” 

Wait a minute. We've gone from 
50 to 20, That means either lawn 
owers have gotten 17 1/2 times 
leaner or cars have gotten 17 1/2 
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times worse. Neither seems likely. 
We'd better consult with the experts, 
you may think. How about the Envi 
ronmental Protection Agency? 

Oh, wait. The EPA website is 
where all these contradictory num- 
bers appear. 

1 called anyway. “We now prefer 


not to compare one [pollution] 
source to another," an EPA spokes- 
person told me. Translation: Having 
thoroughly confused things, we're 
walking. So once more it was up to 
my assistant Una to run the num- 
bers. 

To simplify matters, we compared 
the maximum pollution allowed by 
federal law for mowers versus cars, 
and assumed our benchmark grass 
cutter was a six-horsepower push 
mower operated at half throttle. We 
were interested in two types of pol- 
lutants: carbon monoxide, or CO, 
and hydrocarbons plus nitrogen ox- 
ides, which we'll call HC+NOx. 

Under current standards, in an 
hour a push mower will produce the 
same HC+NOx as a car driven 257 
miles, and the same CO as one driv 
en 401 miles. To put it another way, 
assuming a car averages 40 miles 
per hour, a push mower produces 
more HC+NOx than six cars and the 
same CO as 10 

Things will improve when U.S. 
federal emissions standards for lawn 
mowers are tightened in 2012. Under 
the new standards, a push mower 
may produce as much HC+NOx as 
a car driven 160 miles — in other 
words, one lawn mower would equal 
four cars. 

Big deal, you say. | run my lawn 
mower 20 minutes a week. How 
much damage could I be doing?

Estimates vary wildly, but it’s 
likely Americans burn more than 
600 million gallons of gasoline a year 
cutting the grass. Hell, the EPA es- 
timates at least 17 million gallons of 
gasoline are spilled annually just fill- 
ing lawn mowers. 

+ In 2009, according to the Con 
sumer Product Safety Commission, 
86,000 injuries involving lawn mow- 
ers required a trip to the emergency 
room; in 6,400 of these cases the 
victim was dead on arrival or wound 
up hospitalized. The CPSC estimated 
in 2003 that lawn mower accidents 
cost the U.S. economy $5.4 billion 
per year.

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An Interview with Director Charles Ferguson 





THE DIRECTOR OF INSIDE JOB 
DESCRIBES HIS NEW DOC 
AND HIS CAREER SO FAR

SEE Magazine had the opportunity 
to interview the director of Inside 
Job, Charles Ferguson, shortly be- 
fore going to press. Here’s what Mr. 
Ferguson had to say about his new 
movie, and his career so far.

At a certain point | just 
thought I should try this. I'd come to 
a point in my life where I had some 
time and some financial security 
not private islands, private jets — but 
enough security that I could go for 
a couple of years without needing 
to make a living and so I dove in. I 
was assisted greatly by several people 
who tutored me, mentored me, held 
my hand, looked over my shoulder, 
gave me advice, introduced me to 
people ... all of that.”

Awards religiously for 
the past four years, Vancouver folk 
musician Dan Mangan missed the 
ceremony in Kelowna, B.C. on Oct 
24 

So, according to Murphy's Law, it 
was only natural that his latest al 
bum Nice, Nice, Very Nice won WC 
MAs for independent album of the 
year, roots solo recording of the year 
and songwriter of the year. 

“L was in upstate New York when 
it all happened,” says Mangan, who 
promptly texted in his acceptance 
speech after reading the good news 
on the WCMA Twitter feed 

“Wouldn't you know it? I've been 
to the WCMAs the last four years, 
been nominated and almost won, 
and the year | win I'm not there, It's 
as ironic as a black fly in your char- 
donnay!” 

Nice, Nice, Very Nice takes its 
name from a Kurt Vonnegut poem, 
and chapter, found in the 1963 liter- 
ary classic Cat's Cradle. A girlfriend 
gave Mangan a copy of the novel 
when he was 16, and he’s been hooked 
on Vonnegut's wit ever since 

“He was a genius with the way he 
was able to peg humanity, and make 
fun of humanity, poke our society 
in the ribs,” Mangan says, “After he 
died I went back and read some of 
his books again and I felt inspired to 
name the album in his honour.” 

Though the album title is a trib- 
ute to Vonnegut, the folk balladry 
on the disc is all Mangan. From the 
fist pumping build in “Road Regrets” 
to the rough, winding vocals in “Ro- 
bots” the tracks carry an intense

Recently, Debra Pozega-Osburn, 
co-chair of Festival of Ideas, shared 
with me the thinking which precipi- 
tated creation of the Festival: “2008 
was the University of Alberta's cen- 
tennary. Our first Festival of Ideas 


sparked a lot of important conversa: 
“Once the centenary 
wrapped, we were looking for things 


tions,” she says. 
which could be legacies of it, and Fes- 
tival of Ideas seemed perfect. We're 
staying true to our goal, to bring this 
capacity for intellectual engagement 
that the University of Alberta can 
bring to the community, 

“We continue to partner with the 
City of Edmonton, who were an im- 
portant partner” and remain so as 
the Festival has added Capital Power 
as a signature sponsor. 

Pozega-Osburn says the university 
is hoping to continue the Festival ev- 
ery two’ years. “We've committed to 
trying to do 2012 and 2014, and then 
we'll take a step back and re-evaluate 
We have a commitment with Capital 
Power to stay as our top sponsor for 
the next three festivals.” 

In programming the Festival, “we 
do think globally,” Pozega-Osburn 
says. “There is a mix of people from 
Alberta, Canada, and from all over 
the world. But mostly we think about

key issues of our time?” 

The festival aims at being diverse. 
not only in the people it attracts, but

“The goal in the programming is to 
reach as many different audiences as 
possible,” she says.

Tim Flannery, will be appearing in a 
panel at Festival of Ideas with Edward 
Burtynsky and Tom Siddon called 
Oil and Water: Beyond Debate? 

He's internationally renowned for 
his bestsellers, including The Future 
Eaters and The Weather Makers 
which meditate on the past and pres- 
ent interactions between the earth 
and humankind. 

As an informed observer of Can- 
ada’s political manoeuvrings on the 

| international stage,,I,was curious to 
hear Flannery’s views of how we're 
doing relative to other nations in ad- 
| dressing climage change 


Flannery asserted that “at a pro- 


| vincial level, you guys are doing in 
| credible things. If I can just go east to 
| west, what's happened in Nova Sco- 
tia for example with the Environment 
Act, that’s a really significant piece 
of provincial legislation that man- 
dated real, hard caps on emissions 
We will see a 25 per cent reduction 
| in emissions over the first 10 years. 
| You don't get much better than that 
| globally 
“In Quebec,” Flannery continued, 
| “there have been incredibly brave 
initiatives over a long period of time 
which have significantly reduced 


Quebec's emissions already. Premier 
Charest has been fantastic 
McGuinty is no slouch in On 
tario, completely phasing out coal in 
the next four years. These are world 


leading me 





tures. 

“Of course across the country in 
B.C,, Premier Campbell is putting a 
carbon tax. The early results from 
that seem quite promising. 

“So at a provincial level, you guys 
are doing really well. The federal lev 
el, though, is terrible. And of course 
there are a couple of provinces, the 
oil producing ones like Alberta, that 
seem to be holding up national ac 
tion. It's an unusual situation 

Coming to the panel, Flannery 
said, “One of the things I'll point 
out, as politely as I can, is that most 
of Canada and most of the world is 
moving. The disconnect between Al- 
berta and the rest of Canada, and the 
rest of the world, is growing. That 
disconnect represents a significant 
liability to the province in the long 
term." 

Flannery'’s work is characterized 
by assessing environmental issues 
from an historical perspective in or- 
der to inform discussion of the pres- 
ent and anticipation of the future. 
He explained, “I was trained as a pa- 
leontologist, so I tend to take longer 
views of issues naturally 

“Any one of us can be driven to 
despair looking to the day-to-day 
politics of global climate change. But 
if you take a five-year perspective, 
you see that really significant prog- 
ress has been made: five years ago, 
An Inconvenient Truth hadn't been 


released; we developed the Copenha 
gen accord. If we take a longer time 
scale we're able to see much more 
clearly what we've achieved and 
where we're headed.” 

Even given the current level of po 
litical and corporate will for move- 
ment on climate change issues, Flan 
nery is “actually quietly confident 
that it's within our grasp to avoid 
dangerous climate change 

The commitments made by Chi 
na, and other countries, under the 
Copenhagen accord, give us about 
two thirds of the emissions reduc 
tions required by 2050 to avoid dan 
gerous climate change. If Europeans 
increase their commitment to the 
40 per cent they're currently talking 
about, and if Australia gets its act to- 
gether and increases its pledge to a 
15 per cent reduction, and if the U.S. 
enacts legislation, then we're getting 
pretty close. 

For the last five years or so, since 
he wrote The Weather Makers, Flan- 
nery says he's been “pondering the 
question of whether we as a species 
can come to terms with these prob- 
lems that beset us, or whether the 
evolutionary process made us uncar- 
ing about the future, so that we are 
doomed to fail.” 

Flannery's new book, Here On 
Earth, is “an evolutionary look at 
our species over time, and of the 
planet to see how it works. To try 
and understand what we are, what 
our prospects are in achieving a sus- 
tainable future over the longer term. 
I've come away from that relatively 
optimistic.”
